the ſeveral Acts of Parliament. Our Will is herefore, and We Charge you 
ſtraitly, and Command, that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to 
the Mercat-Croſs of £dinburgh, andto the remanent Mercat-Croſſes of the 
Head-Burghs of this Our Kingdom, and there, in Our Name and Authori- 
ty, by open Proclamation, make Intimation of the ſaid Adjournment of Our 
Parliament of this Kingdom,from the ſaid twenty two day of OFobeyCurrenr, 
tothe (aid twenty fifth day of March next enſuing,” As ye will anſwer to Us 
thereupon z The which todo, V Ve commit to you, conjuntly and ſeye.
